These runways, taxiways and parking aprons are now deteriorating and are inadequate by today's standards. General Revenue is used to fund projects that are not 
eligible for funding through the Aviation Trust Fund such as terminals, hangars and fuel facilities.

This appropriation allows for expenditures of federal funds through the State Block Grant Program, which is funded by the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) as part of 
the Airport Improvement Program (AIP) and the Bipartisan Infrastructure Law — Airport Infrastructure (BIL). Missouri is one of 10 states selected by the FAA to administer 
AIP and BIL funds to general aviation, reliever, and small commercial service airports. This program allows for state prioritization of aviation projects within federal 
guidelines.
